Subsidies 


As we see the government 
moving to pay heavier subsidies 
to care for the farm surpluses— 
outdoing the Democrats — it is 
for the GOP, a complete re- 
versal of last fall’s promises. 
Even the most casual can see 
that if we could sell those crops 
it would be better for everyone. 
Hungry nations would eat them. 
They can’t buy because they 
haven't the money. But, if they 
could sell and establish a credit 
they could take wheat, corn, 
cotton and other crops. The 
Krupps of Germany are moving 
swiftly into this trade vacuum. 

Henry Ford properly pointed 
out the government must make 
hard and sometimes unpopular 
decisions in pursuit of peace. 

‘“‘We must decide whether we 
are for or against progress,’’ he 
said. ‘‘As I see it, there are no 
impossible hurdles in the way of 
an up-to-date trade policy, but 
there are very st reasons 
for having one.’ 

He was sound, too, in saying 
the free nations of the world 
look to America for something 
more than economic and mili- 
tary aid. ““This,’’ he said, ‘‘can be 
a real test case of our ability to 
unite on a Gifficult.and touchy 
domestic issue, and to resolve 
that issue in favor of our own 
national interest, of international! 
economic solidarity, friendship 
and peace.”’

Brush Helps 
Find Caneer 


Of Stomach

Doctors Report

A rotating stomach brush and an 
abrasive balloon are two new 
“tools” that have proved valuable 
in the diagnosis of ceancer of the 
stomach, two physicians reported 
here yesterday. 

The reports were made. at a 
scientific session of: the Southern 
Medical Association at the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium, where doc- 
tors also described the mass 
Screening of population groups in 
Georgia’s Floyd County 
Memphis, Tenn., for the early 
detection of cancer. 

Dr. J. Ernest Ayre of Miami, 
Fla., said the stomach brush is 
enclosed in a tube anc inserted 
through the mouth and esopha- 
gus to the stomach where it is 
released and ‘“‘rotated gently.”’ 
ADHERE TO DEVICE 


He said the cancerous 
(if present in the stomach) 
here readily to the brush bris- 
tles. He explained smears 
n.ade directly from 


lesions 


ogist studies them to determine 
if cancer is present. 

Dr. Ayre said the brush can be 
inserted in the stomach for can- 
cer detection in a “five-minute 
office procedure.”’ 

Dr. Joe M. Blumberg of Wash- 
ington, D.C., said an abrasive 
balloon has proved ‘‘a useful ad- 
junct or tool’ in diagnosing can- 
cer of the stomach. He said the 
balloon is deflated when inserted 
through the esopha gu s—and 
blown up after it is in the stom- 
ach. 

STUDY THE CELLS 

‘The balloon scrapes the stom- 
ach on all sides,’’ he said, ‘‘be- 
fore it is deflated and brought up. 

Then we study the cells that 
stick to the balloon to determine 
if they are malignant.” 

Both Dr. Ayre and Dr. Blum- 
berg said the brush and the bal- 
loon should help doctors make 
an early diagnosis so that surgery 
can be performed before it’s too 
late.

Notice to Sikes 


Governor Talmadge took the only 

practical course open to him in having 
a board of physicians examine Sheriff 
Paul Sikes of Liberty County to deter- 
mine if the sheriff’s physical condition 
Would permit him to appear at the 
‘hearing scheduled for Oct. 28. 
* The board, composed of competent 
““specialists, has rendered its decision 
-that it is inadvisable for the sheriff to 
. travel. Under the circumstances, the 
- governor could have proceeded with a 
- hearing in the absence of Sikes or he 
~ could have postponed it again. He has 
" wisely chosen to do the latter. 

In doing so, however, the governor 
*has given Sheriff Sikes and his depu- 
-ties until Nov. 15 “to correct the situ- 
- ation complained of by the grand jury, 
- if such situation exists, as regards en- 
- forcement of the State Alcoholic Bev- 
’ erage Control Laws.” 

This decision by the governor sounds 
fair and just. Charged with responsi- 
bility for law enforcement, the execu- 
tive department cannot disregard grand 
jury charges against Sheriff Sikes or 
against any other official charged with 
enforcing state laws. 

The governor is exactly right in his 
views that “Many good people fear that 
a major breakdown in law enforcement 
in any county in the state affects the 

~well being of all our citizens.” 

The sheriff and his “‘properly consti- 
tuted deputies” have been given their 
opportunity to correct the situation that 
brought about the grand jury charges. 
In case of failure, the governor's course 
is clear: 

“In the event of your failure to 
properly perform your duties as sheriff, 
I will feel no hesitation whatsoever in 
ordering the State Highway Patrol into 
Liberty County in such strength as may 
be necessary to detect and apprehend 
those violating the state liquor laws.... 
I shall also feel justified in rescheduling 
the hearing and proceeding with it 
whether you are able to be present or 
not.” | 
. s ca —_ 

We trust that the people of Liberty 
County, Army authorities and the gov- 
-ernor’s own agents will be able to de- 
-termine whether the “situation com- 
_plained of by the grand jury” has been 
_corrected. We trust, too, that the gov- 
‘ernor will proceed with a hearing if 
‘and when Sheriff Sikes’ health permits. 

A report from Liberty County was 
to the effect_that when, and if, a hear- 
-ing was held the defense would charge 
-that liquor laws were being violated in 
Atlanta and every city in the state— 
and that Liberty County was doing no 
more than other cities. By smearing 
other cities some attention to the real 
facts might have diverted the thought- 
less. 

The facts seem to be that in Liberty 
County and Hinesville that a grand jury 
has brought in presentments setting out 
certain conditions; the lives of those 
seeking to bring about reform reported- 
lv have been threatened: and the 
venereal disease rate increase, highest 
in the nation, supports the Army po- 
“sition.

Gen. Lamar Sizemore is 
to be commended for doing a competent 
job in his study of subversive activities 
in Georgia. He had the assistance of 
capable authorities in the field and his 
“conclusions deserve serious attention. 
: We are pleased that the report notes 
. that “there has been uncovered no evi- 
. dence of widespread Communist activi- 
-ties within the State of Georgia.” We 
> agree also that “to say that Commu- 
‘nists, or fellow travelers or Communist 
* sympathizers are not here is to be blind 
-to the aims and purposes of the Ameri- 
-can Communists.” 

The report states further, however, 
- that the majority of the states have not 
provided any committees or other ma- 
“chinery to deal with the problem of 
subversion. Treason or any other sub- 
versive activity has been the problem 
of the Federal Government, which has 
its FBI agents in the field in all states. 
The FBI has, on the whole, done a 
competent job. Its work has pinned 
down most of the nation’s subversives 
‘within the framework of the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the country. 

- The dangers of setting up a legisla- 
‘tive committee in Georgia are obvious. 
“Individuals have different definitions 
‘of what constitutes subversion. Oftimes 
‘we tend to classify those who disagree 
“with our views as subversives. In the 
-hands of politicians, such machinery can 
-easily become the means of persécution 
-of the innocent and of smearing the op- 


y 


position. Such committees tend to pro- 
ceed along the lines that the accused are 
guilty until proved innocent. 

Adlai Stevenson was berated by op- 
ponents for vetoing the now famous 
Broyles Bill in Illinois—a bill that 
would have set up a Gestapo system in 
state government. His Republican suc- 
cessor recently vetoed the bill again on 
the same premise that it amounted to 
“burning down the barn to kill the 
rats.” 

We should think carefully before 
adopting any measure that could create 
a system of thought control in the state. 
If additional machinery is necessary, it 
should be left in the state’s legal de- 
partment. Mr. Sizemore has demon- 
strated that it is capable of handling the 
problem, especially since it has not as- 
sumed alarming proportions in our 
state. We need no police-state methods 
to control it here.

Let Progress Continue 


On 4-Lane Highway 


The last leg in Georgia’s first four- 
lane highway is in a stage near con- 
struction. 

Contract will be let Nov. 6 for the 
seven miles on U.S. 41 north from the 
Allatoona hills across the Etowah River 
to a point above Cartersville. There the 
final section will join with the already 
complete stretch to the junction of U.S. 
41 and 411 at the Rome “Y.” 

When the section is completed, late 
in the summer of 1954 if the schedule 
is kept, the much-discussed, long-antic- 
ipated “Four-Lane” highway from be- 
yond Cartersville to Atlanta will be a 
reality. 

But laying of the final paving on this 
road marks the beginning, not the end, 
of the four-lane highway program in 
Georgia. The continuation of the road 
to Griffin is under way. The extension 
of four lanes toward Tennessee is in the 
talk stage. Toll or free, that project, 
too, is bound to come. The sooner the 
better if our state is to hold its place in 
the interstate traffic picture. 

Today’s traffic between large cities 
demands a multi-lane road. The demand 
will become greater, not less. There's 
little chance for the development of 
“Centralized Control” of the kind that 
lets the railroads get by with a single 
track. Automotive traffic won't wait for 
switching and sidings.

Do Reds Really Want 


A Korean Conference? 


It is difficult to escape the conclu- 
sion that the Communists do not want 
a conference now in Korea. They per- 
sist in laying down conditions that they 
already know we cannot accept. 

Their actions concerning the recal- 
citrant prisoners, their insistence on 
adding “neutrals” to the political con- 
ference and their continued haggling 
and stalling seem to be pointed toward 
making the conference impossible. 

There is one consolation on the pris- 
oner issue. The Indians, accused of 
siding with the Communists, are real- 
izing the difficulties of dealing with 
them on any terms except their own. 
Their painstaking efforts to be fair to 
both sides resulted in severe criticism. 
However, they refuse to side with the 
Reds in use of force on the prisoners— 
and on this issue the repatriation proc- 
ess threatens to break down completely. 

The Reds are going to make every 
effort to use the Korean question to 
blackmail the West into concessions on 
other questions. They are continuing 
to tie down the greater part of United 
States military force there. 

The situation is dangerous, indeed. 
However, when we recall that haggling 
over the truce itself was stretched out 
over more than two years, there is 
cause for hope. U.S. special envoy 
Arthur H. Dean has a difficult task of 
persuading the Reds that we have 
drawn the lines from which there will 
be no retreat.

Pollo Zacapa Was 
Not a Tasty Dish 


In pre-World War II days, the Inter- 

national Railways of Central America was 
a chipper little system. It hauled agricul- 
tural products from the highlands of Gua- 
temala and EI] Salvador to the coast, and 
see te manufactured goods from. the 
er . world overseas to the 
#8 , ~~ interior, 
3 ee The road also car- 
ried many a tourist, 
bound for the pictur- 
esque mountain § and 
lake country of Guate- 
mala. In those days 
Guatemala was under 
the rule of General 
Jorge Ubico, either a 
tyrannical despot or A 
benevolent tyrant, de- 
pending on which side you were. 

The Americans resident in Guatemala 
at the time were very careful to take no 
sides, and most of the Guatemalans kept 
quiet too. The general ruled the army 
with a firm hand, and the army was the 
police and about everything else. The best 
appeal from local justice was a quick step 
over the border into Honduras, El Salva- 
dor or Mexico. 

Regardless of how he attained it, the 
general-president gave Guatemala order for 
one of the few times in its long and stormy 
history. Out of this order came some 
slight industrial development, mainly by 
Germans: a great increase in banana ex- 
ports and the land's first tourist seasons. 
These last were under the auspices of the 
United Fruit Co. which controlled the rail- 
road. 

The company’s first interest was ba- 
nanas, but tourists were .profitable too. 
One of the adventures of the all-expense, 
two-week, grand tour, was the day trip 
by train from the coast to Guatemala City. 

The train was toy size and slow. The 
journey involved expanses of humid jungle, 
a dusty semi-desert, and a crawling ascent 
of the mountains. Guatemala City was 
reached with the evening chill. Tourists 
then went to the Palace Hotel, usually 
vibrating at that hour to Central America’s 
loudest marimba band. 

The tourist traveled in a green obser- 
vation car trimmed in brass. There were 
wicker chairs upholstered in leather, dusty 
or sticky, depending on the season. The 
observation platform was in great demand 
despite occasional showers of sooty flakes 
from the oil-burning locomotive. From the 
platform the really beautiful scenery could 
be enjoyed, and at each stop the quaint 
natives presented themselves for inspec- 
tion and to get six prices for the flowers 
and fruits of the country. 

Midway between the coast and the capi- 
tal was the dimmef stop at Zacapa. Just 
as the Southern once fed passengers at 
Lula and the Seaboard breakfasted them in 
Hamlet, N. C., the IRCA dined its cus- 
tomers at Zacapa. The menu featured a 
nameless soup with a drowned fried egg. 
This was followed by a chicken, still wear- 
ing most of its pin-feathers. The reaction 
to the entree distinguished the experienced 
tourists from the first-time-outers. 

The Germans have had it in Guate- 
mala, and the. Communists are working 
over United Fruit and the IRCA right 
now. There is little doubt though that at 
Zacapa, the menu is unchanged, a constant 
in a shifting world.

Ike’s Biggest Test 


Due in Congress 


WASHINGTON—Perhaps more important 
than how far President Eisenhower will 
participate in next year’s congressional 
elections, at least for the immediate future, 
is how much he will have to say about 
what is done by Con- 
gress in its pre-election 
session beginning in 
January. 

In short, unless the 
administration has a 
record to submit to the 
voters it may not mat- 
ter how much the Presi- 
dent, himself, takes 
part in the 1954 con- 
gressional election cam- 

: paign. That record 
must be made largely in Congress. 

If a substantial record is to be made, 
then the President must exercise consid- 
erably more leadership than in the last 
session—at least that is the general opinion 
here. For the major splits and contro- 
versies over the issues with which the Pres- 
ident will ask the next session to deal are 
within his own party—national defense, for- 
eign aid, foreign trade and tariff, farm leg- 
islation, social security expansion, taxes, 
budget balancing, among others. 

It will require both firmness and finesse 
to pull his party together for a satisfactory 
solution of those and other issues. The 
task of leadership will be complicated by 
the fact that the coming session will be an 
election-year session. 

This combination of circumstances gives 
point to the question the President’s well- 
wishers are asking these days: 

“Is he really going to assert his leader- 
ship?’’ 

They have been disappointed by reports 
from recent visitors to the White House 
that the President still gives the impres- 
sion he will hold back from any strong as- 
sertion of himself, that he intends to try to 
work with Congress cooperatively, on a 
partnership basis. In short, he still sticks 
to his long-held view that ours is, and must 
be, a government of divided powers. 

What has brought this whole subject to 
the fore now, many weeks ahead of the con- 
vening of Congress, is the anxiety among 
the wing of the party most loyal to the 
President, largely Eastern and Far West- 
ern, over the rising farm rebellion which, 
itself, is centered in the Midwest. It is 
represented in Congress by those who are 
inclined to challenge the Eisenhower lead- 
ership. 

This faction draws added strength from 
the fact that, if the farmers whom they 
represent are not satisfied, then the admin- 
istration may lose Congress in next year’s 
election. That would be a severe blow to 
the President, but an even more severe one 
to his party, for it would cast doubts upon 
its ability to stay in power.

Many Americans Daily Violate 
Law Under Outmoded Logan Act 


The exact wording of the Logan Act is 
so sweeping that it would cover almost 
every form of contact between newspaper- 


WASHINGTON—If you talk to the am- 
bassador of any foreign country or any 


member of his staff and say anything that 
might possibly influence the opinion of 
these diplomats or their conduct on any 
matter in controversy with the United 
States, you may be ar- 
rested and put in jail. 
This is what the so- 
called Logan Act really 
means. Yet few Ameri- 
cans know about it, and 
many of them are vio- 
lating it every day both 
here and abroad. For 
the ban applies. not 
merely to writing let- 
ters but also to oral 
communication. Bonk 
The statute has never been enforced, 
possibly for the very good reason that its 
constitutionality might be challenged but 
mostly because nobody in our government 
probably would be able to determine ju- 
dicially whether the foreign government 
has or has not been influenced by the 
communication in question. 


The Logan Act has come Into the news 
many times, and only a few days ago was 
cited in connection with a letter written by 
Representative O’Konski, Republican, of 
Wisconsin, to President Rhee of the Repub- 
lic of Korea advising him to release the 
prisoners who don’t want to go back to the 
Communists. Nobody probably would ever 
be able to prove in court, even if Rhee 
did release the prisoners, whether such an 
act would actually in the long run help or 
hurt the ‘‘measures of the government of 


the United States.” 


Also the statute says communication can 
be carried on with a foreign government 
only if it is done with permission of our 
government, and the law doesn’t say 
whether, for this purpose, Congress is or is 
not a part of the government.

men, business men, legislators, and others 
who talk over problems of the day with 
members of foreign governments or their 
diplomatic representatives in the various 
capitals of the world. Here is the text of the 
law, passed in 1799 and never repealed: 


There are many organizations in Amer- 
ica which have felt free to interpose their 
influence with the diplomatic representa- 
tives of other countries—often with. the in- 
tent of helping te bring about a peaceful 
solution of existing disputes or controversies 
with the United States. 

Then there are instances when foreign 
diplomats seek out Americans and frankly 
discuss existing situations in relation to 
disputes with the United States. For any 
American to advise a foreign government 
in such an informal chat at luncheon or 
dinner becomes an offense under the Logan 
Act unless permission has been granted by 

r ‘‘government.”’ 

This is one of the laws that, if passed 
for the first time today, would be greeted 
with cries of ‘‘thought control’? and ’’con- 
formity.’”’ For it is a law that plainly would 
restrict free speech and the freedom of the 
press, since a newspaperman who wrote 
an editorial criticizing the policy of the 
American government and sent a copy of 
his newspaper to a foreign government 
could technically be charged with violating 
the Logan Act. 

It is high time Congress appointed a 
committee to repeal useless laws—and the 
Logan Act is certainly one of. them, It 
would be desirable to have a law that pro- 
hibited any American from representing 
himself as authorized to speak for the ex- 
ecutive branch of the United States gov- 
ernment in any communication with a for- 
eign government, but the present law goes 
far beyond that restriction.

Good Sermon Has 
3 Goals as End 


Have you ever written a sermon? It 
is an interesting experience. Every sermon 
ought to begin in prayer because the min- 
ister who does not talk with God in his 
study cannot talk for God in his pulpit. 
Through prayer one begins to feel the 
spirit of God and to understand the mind 
of God. Also, the minister must have in 
mind the people who are going: to hear his 
sermon. He must love Se 
them and want his ser- © as 
mon to help them. 

With God and the 
people in his heart, ihe 
preacher is ready to be- 
gin preparing his ser- 
mon. First, he needs a 
good foundation. Shakes- 
peare said: ‘‘There are 
sermons in stones.”’ But 
the best sermons are 
based on some passage 9 
of the Bible, which is the revealed truth 
of God. The purpose of the sermon is to 
make clear God's truth and then inspire thé 
hearer to do something about it. 
said, ‘‘Whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth them” 
(Matthew 7:24). That is a good foundation 
text on which to build a sermon. Imme- 
diately you see that the two key words are 
**heareth’’ and ‘‘doeth.’’ What was it He 
wanted the people to hear? To answer that 
you must go back and read what He had 
just said. It is recorded in Matthew 5-7. * 

He had just finished telling the people 
that happiness is based not on possession 
but on character. He speaks of the ime 
portance of the law, but He says to fulfill 
the law one must develop the right spirit 
in his heart. For example, to fulfill the law 
against murder, put love in your heart and 
let it drive out your hate, jealousy and feel- 
ing of being treated wrongly. 

He says to help your fellowmen because 
you love them rather than to build up your 
reputation. He says we ought to learn 
to pray and to put our trust in God. He 
speaks of deciding which master we will 
serve and, makes clear the fact that, if one 
puts God first, the other things we really 
want in life will naturally come. 

But it is not enough just 
truth. The hearing ought to do three things 
for us. First, it should our feelings. 
Some people say we should leave emotion 
out of our religion, but a person without 
feelings is a dead person. When you see 
one of God’s truths it should stir your heart. 
Second, the hearing should stimulate your 
thinking. The Bible says, ‘‘Come now, and 
let us reason together’’ (Isaiah 1:18). With- 
out reins on the horse, he would run wild, 
Without reason and intelligent thinking, 
our emotions get out of hand. 

But it is not enough for a sermon just 
to make us feel good or to think. Jesus 
used the word ‘‘doeth.’’ The sermon should 
inspire us to some action. So every ser- 
mon should begin with a truth and end in 
a life.

To the Volunteers 


A Hill-Burton Act alone won't make a 
hospital. Federal funds, state aid and local] 
grants notwithstanding, Georgia's new hos- 
pitals wouldn't get far in tending the sick 
and wounded without the tireless, selfless 
service of the hospital sanenannonea 
authority members. 

Typical of such is John 
Aycock, Monroe mer- 
chant and Walton Coun- 


_ty hospital board. chair- 


man. Mr. Aycock is no 
longer a young man. 
His hair is as white as 
the cotton in which his 
county abounds, he runs 
a big business. But he 
finds time, he and his Bate. 2 
colleagues on the board, to oversee the hose 
pital. Mr. John got up the other night at a 
meeting in Youth community to put in a 
plug for public contributions toward ime 
proving and expanding the Walton institue 
tion of healing. (Youth is the name of the 
community, the residents are all ages. The 
Monroe Kiwanians and their wives were at 
Youth to fraternize withYtheir neighbors 
and to feed on country-fried steak and what 
goes with it.) It was a good chance for the 
hospital chairman to publicize his project, 

He told how the hospital was costing 
more than $18 per patient per dav. He said 
the cost was $2.45 per patient more than 
the income. And he explained why—nurses, 
orderlies and others who work on three 
shifts, hospital pay goes on around the 
clock. The difference comes from tax supe 
port. (Which is as it should be. The hos- 
pital is a stand-by institution, like the firee 
house. It need not be expected fully to pay 
its way.) 

Authority Chairman John Aycock gave 
credit for the successful operation of the 
Walton Hospital to its superintendent, Dot 
Foster. Dot is a Walton girl who got her 
nurse's training in the big city and went 
back home to give her neighbors benefit 
of it. Dot got up at the meeting and ina 
neatly turned speech gave the credit back 
to the authority and to its chairman. 

Then Don Williamson, twice a patient at 
the hospital, arose and blessed them both; 
‘‘John Aycock has the biggest store on the 
Georgia Railroad between Atlanta and Aus 
Mr. Williamson said, “yet he 
spends more time at the hospital than he 
does at his store.’’ Walton Tribune Editor 
Art Mobley, whose daughter Coleman Marie 
was born in the Walton Hospital two weeks 
ago, seconded what Don Williamson said, 

Walton Hospital Authority Chairman 
John Aycock is one 6f many across Georgia 
who serve long hours including overtime to 
keep the public hospitals running smoothly, 
The hospital board men join the school 
board members as unpaid, often unsung, 
civilian soldiers of community life in Amer 
ica at mid 20th Century.

next season. 

Ehlers brings to the 
ganization which eeds the 
St. Louis Browns a background 
of 16 years as a baseball official, 
the last two as general manager 
of the Philadelphia Athletics. 

His contract with the Athletics 
had expired and he agreed to a 
three-year pact with the Orioles. 

‘The extent of his compensa- 
tion will depend largely upon the 
success of the club in Baltimore,” 
said Clarence W. Miles, a whirl- 
wind of a Jawyer who master- 
minded purchase and transfer of 
the Browns on Sept. 29. 

Miles explained that the 56- 
vear-old Ehlers will be paid a 
flat salary, undisclosed, plus a 
bonus depending on attendance. 

“Ehlers will have complete 
authority to run the ball club,”’ 
Miles continued. ‘‘I would as- 
sume he would tie in with us as 
far as financial matters are 
concerned, but just as long as 
he doesn’t mortgage the ball 
club he will have free rein.”’ 

Miles is to head a group of 
financiers putting up $2,475,000 
to buy controlling interest of the 
Browns. It also has promised to 
put up more money ‘‘for ad- 
ditional player material,’’ saying 
‘the old St. Louis policy of selling 
players to get cash to operate on 
is a thing of the past.”’ 

It was only half an hour before 
that he tele- 
phoned Roy Mack, vice president 
of the Athletics, and told him of 
Ehlers’ acceptance. 

Mack said the Athletics told 
Ehlers ‘‘we wouldn't stand in 
his way if he could improve 
himself, and he assured me he 
wouldn’t leave unless he could 
get a much better proposition.”

This is the opinion of a visit- 
ing woman physician, of 25 
years’ practice. 

Dr. Eva Dodge, head of the 
Women Physicians’ group of the 
Southern Medical Association, 
thinks feminine practitioners 
are gaining male acceptance 
daily. 

Though most of them still 
specialize in child and mother 
care, women doctors are be- 
ginning to go into general prac- 
tice and the family physician 
field, according to the white- 
haired doctor who teaches ob- 
stetrics at the Medical College, 
University of Arkansas, and 
practices in Little Rock as well. 

“A woman practitioner still 


has more proving of herself to
